Senator Harris (Dem.), Georgia, 
and Senator Glass (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, have asked for an early re- 
port to Congress on the work of the 
Hoover Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion, which is investigating prohibi- 
tion and crime conditions generally. 

Borah was. invited to luncheon 
today by President Hoover, but he 
would give no details of the meet- 
ing. 

President Hoover suggested to 
Congress several months ago that 
it name a committee to confer 
with the Treasury and the Depart- 
ment of Justice regarding the ex- 
ecutive’s plans for transferring 
prohibition enforcement to the De- 
partment of Justice from the 
Treasury and the resolution au- 
thorizing such a committee now 
is pending in the Senate. 

Detall of Plan. 

“Mills said President Hoover's 
suggestion that a congressional! 
committee be named to study con- 
solidation of-enforcement agencies 
had not been acted upon. 

He said that as soon as the 
committee was named the Treasury 
would submit a plan for a. unified 
border patrol which would require 
the consent of Canada because it 
would provide’for limitation of the 
number of ports of entry to this 
‘country.

Plans to Rebuild Part Dam- 
aged Christmas Eve to 
Be Made at Once—Loss 
About $100,000.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Mov- 
ing the executive offices of the 
President to the State, War and 
Navy building because of the de-

In an apparent renewal‘ of Si- 
cilian gang warfare, Frank Cosen- 
teno, 34 years old, frequently 
picked up in murder, extortion and 
liquor investigations but never con- 
victed, was shot and killed yester- 
day.

It is therefore immensely encouraging to us to 
learn that this sentiment js gaining ground in the de 
liberations of Mr. Hoover’s Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion. Judge Paul J. McCormick of California, a mem- 
ber of the commission, has just asserted hig belief 
that to put down Government lawlessness and restore 
the constitutional rights of the people will be the 
first objective of the commission. Judge William &. 
Kenyon of Iowa, also a member of the commission, 
bas just refused, in the case of Charles Day, a case 
coming down from the Federal courts of Nebraska, to 
permit the Government to prosecute Day under the 
eighteenth amendment while denying him the benefit 
of the fourth amendment, That is, the Government 
bas no right to search and seize anybody's property 
without warrant. In the Omaha case, as in sev- 
eral others; Judge Kenyon has consistently refused 
to permit the Govetnment to become a Jaw breaker 
for the purpose of catching law breakers. 

George W. Wickersham, chairman of the Hoover 
commission, is also known to stand agaiust official 
lawlessness. It is therefore very likely that the re 
port of the commission will sustain the position so 
long taken by the Post-Dispatch. There Is no ques- 
tion in our mind but a considerable part of that law- 
lessness which Mr. Hoover's commission seeks to cor- 
rect is due to the unconstitutional efforts which have 
been made to enforce prohibition. For 150 years the 
American people enjoyed the: benefit of the Bill of 
Rights. It was never an obstacle to the enforcement of 
law until the Government and the states tried to 
thrust upon the people a law from which fully half of 
the population dissented. It was then that man’s 
home ceased to be his castle. It was then that man no 
longer had to be tried in the vicinage of the crime of 
which he was accused. It was then that man ceased 
to be secure in his person and his chattels. All these 
rights were inalienable in the United States until 
prohibition. They had been dearly’ bought upon the 
battlefields of time. The states refused to ratify the 
Constitution until these priceless guarantees were 
attached to it. 

In the wire-tapping and automobile seizure cases 
the United States Supreme Court itself wag swept 
from its moorings by this attempt to enforce prohi- 
bition at every cost. A majority of the Court said the 
Government could resort to wire-tapping to catch 
bootleggers, and a majority of the court said that 
probibition enforcement officers could selze automo 
biles without warrant to catch rum runners. Dis 
senting from the wire-tapping decision, Justice Bran- 
deis said that if the Government itself is to be law- 
less only anarchy can result. The courts of almost 
all the states have yielded to this same impulse to 
make prohibition effective by abandoning the rest of 
the Constitution. The right of castle, or security of 
the person, or apy other of those guarantees reserved 
for the American people by the men who made the 
Constitution, have long ago ceased to mean anything 
in mavy of the states. Yet in making their constitu- 
tions all of the states incorporated in them the Bill 
of Rights. 

The best service Mr. Hoover’s commission can ren- 
der the country is to save the Constitution. Without 
that we can reap at last only the anarchy which Jus- 
tice Brandeis has foreseen must result from official 
lawlessness. It is going to take courage for the com- 
mission to make the point that the Government itself 
piust respect the law before it can ask the people to 
do so, The people who have put prohibition above all 
other causes are not going to take kindly to the sug- 
gestion that the criminal methods pursued in the 
attempt to make violations of this law crimes are 
at the bottom of that crime wave which the commis- 
sion was created to correct. As Senator Harris of 
Georgia, himself in contempt of the fifteenth amend- 
ment, is clamoring for the official head of Judge Mc 
Cormick, so will the people like him clamor for the 
heads of all those with the courage to tell the coun- 
try the truth. 

Back to the Constitution! 
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FINLAND AND THE REDS. 


The Finnish Parliament has adopted a bill intended 
to stop all Communistic activity by imposition of 
drastic penalties. It is now believed that the Gov- 
ernment, armed with this authority, will refuse to 
allow any display of Communism, possibly dissolve 
the Communist group in (Parliament. 

Recall Finland’s experiences after the downfall of 
the Russian imperial house, and one can realize the 
Finnish attitude. Once Russia was tn turmoil and 
Finland was left to herself, chaos reigned in the 
smaller country, Armed bands of political factions 
roamed the streets of Helsingfors, armed bands rode 
over the country, and rich liberals, who held close 
with Socialism, were murdered in the mad surge of 
the peasant avengers. But this does not mean that 
to suppress Communism by parliamentary edict is 
wise. It merely proves Finland has not learned the 
lesson that free speech ig one of the most reliable 
safety valves. 
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With peace on the Manchuriap front, this would 
be a good time for Secretary Stimson to ask Russia 
if she won't recognize the United States.

In “The Life of John D. Rockefeller,” appearing 
serially in the Post-Dispatch, the historian, John K.

That would 
be the surrender of a weakling. St. Louis is not a 
weakling. It is not a quitter. Take off your coat, 
Mr. Mayor, and our business leaders will again show 
that we of St. Louis are citizens of no mean city. 
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ADMIRAL BYRD AND HIS MEN. 

For his masterful leadership, for his careful prep- 
aration, for his contributions to science, for his 
additions to the map of Antarctica and for his thrill- 
ing flight to the South Pole, the rank of Rear Ad- 
miral is properly conferred on Richard E. Byrd by 
a grateful Government. The promptness with which 
the honor is accorded is altogether fitting, and in 
pleasant contrast with the long delay and the heated 
debates in Congress before Robert E. Peary was 
similarly rewarded. 

Admira] Byrd has proved himself ever the modest 
gentleman, whether in the bright face of danger or 
before the equally perilous avalanche of praise. In 
this event he does not lose his sense of proportion, 
but on hearing of his promotion says to his faithful 
band at Little America, “You fellows made me 
a Rear Admiral; you did the work.” In doing honor 
to Byrd, his comrades will not be forgotten. As 
the leader, he merits the greatest praise; but with- 
out his loya] helpers, these accomplishments could 
never have been recorded. Undoubtedly the Congres 
sional Medal of Honor—Byrd himself already holds 
it—-will be awarded to those whose work in piloting, 
navigation, photography, radio and geological re 
search has been outstanding on the expedition. 
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AN UN-AMERICAN DECISION. 

For the second time the Minnesota Supreme Court 
has upheld the newspaper gag law passed by the 
1925 Legislature. This law, which originated in a 
legislator’s determination to hush a scandal sheet in 
Duluth, was successfully invoked against the Satur. 
day Press, a Minneapolis publication, Under the 
Court’s second decision, a permanent injunction lies 
against the Saturday Press. Likewise, it is possible 
for anyone who does not like the opinions of other 
Minnesota newspapers to apply for an injunction to 
suppress them. 

The Minnesota Supreme Court brushed aside the 
contentions of the Saturday Press that the gag law 
violates the due process of law clause in the Federal 
Constitution, as well as Federal and State guaran- 
tees of freedom of the press. It based its decision 
on the point that the newspaper in question was a 
nuisanee, and that the Legislature had in mind, in 
enacting the statute, the abatement of nuisances. 
Without challenging the court’s characterization of 
the Saturday Press, nevertheless it on one occasion 
rendered a great public service by exposing rotten 
conditions in Hennepin County, for which many pub- 
lic officials went to jail. 

It is, in our opinion, bad law to place the entire 
principle of freedom of the press in jeopardy to sup- 
press “nuisances.” “Nuisance” is a word susceptible 
of many interpretations. To dishonest public offi- 
cials a newspaper which exposes them is certainly a 
“nuisance.” But admitting a “nuisance” to be a news 
paper which publishes defamatory matter, there are 
always the libel laws to curb its tongue. In Minne 
sota, however, a Judge, using the powerful weapon of 
the injunction, may close a newspaper plant. Only 
the decision of a single man stands between the pub- 
lic.and the violation of a great American principle, 
That is too fragile a safeguard.

fourth annual national boxing consensus. This record’ places Walker 
in a tie with Sammy Mandell, lightweight king, for the best mark 


in the entire consensus for 1929. 
This’ is the third time that 
Walker’s name has stood at the 


head of the list. In 1927 his per- 


centage was .969. Last year it 
was .977. Thus, it may be seen 
that he has picked up points each 
year. Walker was prevented from 
receiving a perfect score, some- 
thing no boxer has achieved in the 
4-year-old history of the consen- 


} sus, by the action of three selectors 


in placing him second. Two first 
place votes. went to Dave Shade and 
one to Rene De Vozs. 

The Jersey Bulldog removed any 
kind of doubt as to his supremacy 
among the 160-pounders by hand- 
ing Ace Hudkins a crushing defeat 
a couple of months ago. It was 
their second meeting. Because 
Hudkins had given the champion a 
close rub in a previous fight, and 
because Walker was supposed to 
have gone back considerably, many 
believed the title would change 
hands., But the contest was not 
even close. 

Despite his defeat, Hudkins fin- 
ishes tn second place, with 610 
points and a mark of .813 in the 
percentage column. The Ace. re- 
ceives a majority of the ballots for 
second place, with 41 to his credit. 
He also has 16 third place votes 
and 10 for fourth honors. 

De Vos Gets a First. 

Rene De Vos, sturdy Beigian con- 
tender, who-never has been given 
a well-earned chance at the title, 
occupies third place. He earns 
630 points, which gives him a per- 
centage of .707. In addition to.one 
first, the Belgian draws 13 seconds, 
28 thirds, 29 fourths and a scatter- 
ing of iower designations. 

Dave Shade. veteran Californian, 
who hounded Walker so diligently 
when Mickey was welterweight 
champion, is still trailing the Jer- 
sey boy.
